The Coffee County Board 
of Education met Thursday, 
March 25, for a called meet- 
ing of the board, during 
which, several personnel 
matters were recommended 
by the superintendent and 
approved by board mem- 
bers. 

The board accepted the 
resignations of teacher 
Matthew Sanders, New 
Brockton High School, and 
Jeremy Tice, Zion Chapel 
High School. Sanders’ res- 
ignation is effective on June 
30th while Tice’s resigna- 
tion is effective at the end of 
the current school year. 

Three teacher hires 
were approved, includ- 
ing Beverly Simms as a 
teacher at New Brockton 
Elementary School, begin- 
ning April Sth. 

Two additional hires were 
for the 2021-2022 school 
year. These were Jennifer 
Koehler and Callie Melton, 
both to be teachers at New 
Brockton Elementary. 

Another certificated per- 
sonnel matter approved was 
a leave request for Scott 
Crosby, teacher at Kinston, 
for March 2 22 through June 
5 [or until cleared to return 
by his doctor]. 

One classified personnel 
matter was approved by the 
board in accepting the res- 
ignation of Lindsey Stinson 
as a Pre-K aide at Zion 
Chapel Elementary, effec- 
tive the end of the current 
school year. 

The board entered into 
an executive session dur- 
ing this called meeting. 
The board attorney James 
Tarbox certified it as a valid 
need to “discuss threaten- 
ing, proposed and/or pend- 
ing litigation affecting the 
Coffee County School 
System. After returning to 
the open meeting, the board 
approved a motion, as rec- 
ommended by the attorney, 
to enter into a legal services 
agreement as presented in 
the executive session. 

Also during the noon hour 
meeting last Thursday, the 

board approved a request 
from Superintendent Kevin 
Killingsworth to use fleet 
renewal monies [a little of 
$91,000] to purchase a new 
bus for the school system. 

In two separate motions, 
the board gave permis- 
sion to two bid a couple 
of projects. The first was 
for site improvements at 

Zion Chapel School. The 
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second motion was to bid 
roof replacements at the 
central office and the New 
Brockton High auditorium 
and office. Killingsworth 
said there would be an 
alternate to the roof bid for 
the Zion Chapel science 
building and the grades 3-6 
building. 

The superintendent did 
note during the meeting that 


active cases of COVID-19 
last week in the schools, 
and he said students quaran- 
tined for possible exposure 
was less than 10. He said 
now the wait would be to 
see what and if anything 
happens with COVID num- 
bers following this week’s 
Spring Break holiday. He 
said only time would tell 
on that.

The Sportage 
struck the motorcycle caus- 
ing serious injury to the 
operator of the motorcycle. 

The accident remains 
under investigation by

not officially released the 
names of those involved. 
However, it has been con- 


firmed through other 
sources on the scene and 
family posts on Facebook 
that the injured person was 
Chad Trott of Enterprise, 
Ala. He was airlifted 
from the accident scene 
to a Montgomery hospital 
before later be transferred 
on to a Birmingham hos- 
pital where he continues to 
undergo treatment for mul- 
tiple injuries. 

Trott, a local career fire- 
fighter and paramedic, is 
said to have a long road 
to recovery.

Sie COC mesic bean bond 
County administrator clarifies

During the Coffee County 
Commission meeting held 
Monday, March 22, county 
administrator Rod Morgan 
clarified an issue regarding 
the waiver of rental fees 
for the county’s farm center 
building. 

After granting a rental 
fee waiver for the South 
Alabama Liberty organiza- 
tion to hold a free speech 
tally at the farm center 
Saturday, April 10, Morgan 
said further review of that 
revealed it had been the past 
policy of the commission 
to not provide rental fee 
waivers for political events. 
He said commissioners and 
South Alabama Liberty had 
been made aware of this 
revelation. 

He said he wanted to clar- 
ify for the minutes of the 
meeting that South Alabama 
Liberty would be paying a 
rental fee for the building 
to host the free speech rally 
planned. 

Upon the recommenda- 
tion of the county adminis- 
trator, commissioner voted 
to move forward with a 


CDBG COVID-19 grant 
application. Morgan said 
this grant application would 
be to try and secure fund- 
ing to construct a facility 
for county-wide dispatching 
services, He said there is 
still work to be done on the 
proposed project, but the 
grant application needed to 
be completed in order to 
meet the CDBG deadline. 

Also during the meeting, 
by request of the county 
engineer’s office, commis- 
sioner’s approved a motion 
to concur with a bid award 
made in February by the 
Alabama Department of 
Transportation, This was 
for an ATRIP II project 
awarded to Coffee County 
on Alabama Highway 167 
at the County Road 239 
and County Road 114 
intersection to make inter- 
section modifications for 
safety purposes. The bid- 
was awarded to Wiregrass 
Construction in the amount 
of $1.13 million. : 

The next Coffee County 
Commission meeting will 
be Monday, April 12, at 
9 am., in the community 
room of the county complex 
in New Brockton.

When faced with a loss, some individuals essentially stop eating, needing 
to be reminded by their family members to get three healthy meals a day.

One is these foods are not 
especially healthy— and while there's certainly nothing wrong with splurging 
every now and again, you don't want to develop te that will compromise

The worst-case scenario is that comfort 
foods take the place of most meaningful therapies, like talking about your 
grief with a close friend or with a counselor. 

Keep all of this in mind as you reach for those comfort foods. You're not 
crazy to think they work - but that doesn't necessarily mean they're the best 
way to handle your grief.

morning pose an interesting question to the women who 
had arrived with spices to provide a proper burial for Jesus. 
The angles asked, “Why do you seek the living One among 
the dead?” (Luke 24:5) Two things immediately stand out 
from the perspective of those who were not privy to what 
we now know. First, they were not seeking the living. They 
had witnessed the crucifixion and saw the life leave Him. 
They were seeking the dead. Secondly, they were seeking 
the dead where they had last seen him being laid. Logi- 
cally, where else would the still dead Jesus be? 

We celebrate the angels’ statement, “He is not here, but 
He has risen” (vs. 6) during this time each year, but how of- 
ten do we adhere to the following command? “Remember 
how He spoke to you...” We often tell others “you remem- 
ber what you want to remember” when they have forgotten 
to do something for us, but the same is true for our own 
memory. In this case witnessing the tragic death of the One 
whom they had devoted their life to caused them to for- 
get what had been predicted even before Jesus entered the 
world as a baby. Furthermore, each Gospel records warn- 
ings issued in the weeks leading up to his death. Luke 22 
teaches that Jesus emphasized the sacrifice that would soon 
be made during the last meal He shared with the apostles 
because “the Son of Man is going as it has been deter- 
mined.” (vs. 14-22) 

How differently would it have looked if those who were 
distraught by the death of Christ had simply remembered 
what Jesus had spoken? They had had years to prepare for 
that moment. 

Charles Spurgeon said, “Oh, to have ‘the word of Christ’ 
always dwelling inside of us; in the memory, never forgot- 
ten; in the heart, always loved; in the understanding, really EVERYONE

This April, Enterprise 
State Community College

The first class of the 
100-hour program will be 
held April 19.

- consists of 60 classroom 
hours and 40 clinical hours.

In the classroom, students 
will cover a variety of top- 
ics, including the history of 


dentistry and dental assist- 
ing and the legal aspects 
of dentistry. During clini- 
cals, students can expect 
to be introduced to oral 
anatomy, dental equipment, 
the oral cavity and related 
structures, sterilization and 
more. 

ESCC’s Dental Assistant 
program meets the neces- 
sary requirements to take the 
Dental Assisting National 
Board (DANB) Radiology 
Health and Safety (RHS) 
exam as well as_ the 
National Workforce Career 
Association (NWCA) 
Dental Assisting (DACC) 
exam. These exams provide 
recognized certifications 
that will help graduates 
stand out to employers.
